STRIKES LONDON 


Influence Epidemic Blamed 
on Lack of Light 


One Hour Each Day Average 
for Winter Season 


Hospitals Use Rays as Cure 
for Afflicted Ones 


drr DISPATCH) 

LONDON, March 25.—London’s 
epidemic of colds, coughs and in- 
fivuenza continues, while the win- 
ter, one of the most severe on 
record, shows little sign of abate- 
ment, even though the calendar 
indicates winter is over. 

Commenting on the extremely 


unhealthful season hereabouts. a 
Harley street specialist attributes 
the prevalence of influenza largely 
to jack of sunlight-—‘“sunlight 
starvation™ he calla it. 


Res enjoyed only eighty-seven 
hours of sunshine. That is an 
oficial figure issued dy the 
Registrar-General. It works out 
at about one hour of sunshine per 
day. And what applies to London. 
applies, roughly, to other places in 


Britain during the winter months. 


EFFECT OF SUNLIGHT 

“In other words, we have all 
been suffering from acute sun- 
light starvation. Were spring not 
here we should starve in real 
earnest. This very real aud very 
distressing complaint is now being 
investigated by some of the clever- 
est doctors in the country. Al- 
ready they seem to think that the 
effect of sunlight is far greater 
than the man in the street sus- 
pects. It is of two kinds. bodily 
and mental. The mental effect we 
know to some extent.

PASADENA, March 25.—A new 
antigambling ordinance, designed 
to halt operations of Chinese lot- 
teries said to be running openly 
here, was adopted by the City 
Board of Directors today.

Southwick Named by Board 
to Carry on Quiz |

George Southwick, superintend- | 
end of the Municipal Terminal 
Railway, was appointed. by the 
Harbor Commission yesterday to 


make an investigation into charges 
that railroads are discriminating 
against Los Angeles Harbor in the 
matter of rates. 

The appointment of Mr. South- 
wick followed a heated meeting of 
the Harbor Board during which 
Maj. Cecil A. James, representing 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, declared openly that the 
railroads are driving shippers to 
other ports by their discrimina- 
tory rates. 


EXAMPLES CITED 

He asserted that shipments of 
freight which naturally would go 
to the harbor are being diverted 
to Seattle and San Francisco be- 
cause of the asserted discrimina- 
tion. Cotton from Imperial Val- 
ley ts being shipped to Texas 
ports, he asserted, although Los 
Angeles liarbor is hundreds of 
miles nearer. 

Maj. James urged the appoint- 
ment of a traffic expert to make @ 
complete study of railroad rates to 
los Angeles Harbor and other 
Pacific Coast ports with a view of 
presenting the evidence to the In- 
terstate (ommerce Commission for 
action. Commissioners Colden and 
Allen were in favor of such a step 
but Commiasioner Kibele opposed 
such an appointment on the 
grounds that it would be a mere 
waste of money. The commile- 
sioners finally compromised by ap- 
pointing Mr. Southwick.

That a change ie due in the edu- 
cational methods now in vogue in 
the colleges and universities of the 
country is the opinion of Alexan- 
Ger Meiklejohn, president of Am- 
herst College, whe believes unifi- 
cation of learning rather than the 
present trend toward specialization 
should be the guiding principle of 
the institutions of bigher educa-

Dr. Metklejfohn, who is at the 
Biltmore, is recognized as one of 
the abiest authorities on educa- 
tional methods in the United 
States.

But by this time we 
bave reached the stage where the 
externals are fairly well taken care 
of, and the institutions will be 
able to govern their own affairs 
without outside interference.”
